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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in substance, that there exists 
no suggestion to combine the cited prior art references: Snowdon et at (USPN 6,671,737) and Lambert et al (USPN 6,038,601). 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to Applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the 
Examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, provisioning a back-up data retrieval process for generating and 
retrieving data from the origin server when the data content at the data center is unavailable, is an obvious and well-known technique 
used to provide efficient access to data by retrieving data from an origin server when data at a proxy device or data center is unavailable 
(Lambert et al, column 5 lines 57-60). 

Applicant also argues that Snowdon et al fail to indicate any updating of an expiration date. Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
this assertion and directs Applicant's attention to column 10 lines 53-59, where it states that the pollen messages have an expiration date 
and a TTL (time-to-live). It is well-known that TTL is an indicator for how many more hops a packet should be allowed to make before 
being discarded or returned-which is an actual running update of the number of hops made and the maximum number of hops permitted 
in addition to the expiration time. 

Furthermore, Snowdon et al's recitation of a hive, achieves the function of the origin server as indicated in the previous Office 
action. Therefore, Appliant's arguments are non-persuasive and the rejection of claims 1-8, 10-16 and 18-29 is maintained. 
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
